The  Student  Health  Services 
said  that  chronic  and  pre-exist- 
ing conditions  are  covered  im- 
mediately and  that  no  physical 
examination  or  health  statement 
is  required. 

Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  identi- 
fication cards  are  “tickets  of  ad- 
mission” to  hopitals  and  doctor’s 
offices,  according  to  the  health 
services.  Members  will  not  have 
to  worry  about  deposits  or  claim 
forms,  they  said. 

Many  Doctors  Join 

Over  ninety-eight  per  cent  of 
Utah’s  medical  doctors  partici- 
pate in  the  Blue  Shield  plan  and 
service  benefits  are  provided  in 
non-member  hospitals  outside 
the  state. 

Dr.  Barker  said  that  about 
3200  BYU  students  were  covered 
during  autumn  quarter  and  that 
a number  of  serious  operations 
and  fractures  were  paid  for  by 
the  plan. 

He  said  that  one  operation  of 
$1,500  in  a chornic  case  was  cov- 
ered by  the  plan.  He  also  said 
that  several  expensive  injuries 
during  the  intramural  football 
season  were  not  covered  and  cost 
the  students  several  hundred  dol-

Also  included  in  the  collection 
are  98  per  cent  of  all  known 
manuscripts  from  Central  Am- 
erica and  central  and  southern 
Mexico  written  in  he  centuries 
before  the  conquest  by  Cortez. 

The  collection  was  begun  by 
Gates,  founder  of  the  Maya  Soc- 
iety, shorty  after  the  turn  of  the 
century. 

The  bringing  of  the  collection 
to  BYU  in  1946  was  primarily 
responsible  for  the  establishment 
of  the  department  of  Archaeolo- 
i gy  Society.

He  hit  28  points 
in  the  first  contest  and  16  in  the 
final  game  of  the  two-game  set. 

If  the  Cougars  discovered 
nothing  else  in  Eugene,  Ore.,  but 
defeat,  they  found  a new  basket- 
ball sensation  in  the  figure  of 
sophomore  Bob  Skousen.  The 
Mesa,  Ariz.,  barrel  of  hoop  talent 
had  Duck  fans  clapping  with  his 
two-handed,  arching  jump  shots 
that  came  at  the  most  unexpect- 
ed times. 

The  6-4  forward  put  the 
Cougars  ahead  at  the  halfway 
mark  Friday  with  a sensation- 
al shot.  In  the  second  game 
Skousen  accounted  for  seven 
of  the  Cougars’  first  nine 
points. 

The  need  for  John  Nicoll  was 
evident  in  the  Saturday  fray 
when  the  big  forward  left  with 
a broken  blood  vessel  in  his 
forehead.  Two  minutes  later,  the 
Cougars  fell  behind  for  the  first 
time,  45-46.

OREGON’S  Herron  was  a vir- 
tual meance  in  the  free  throw 
department.  He  hit  16  for  16  in 
the  two  games,  12  of  them  Fri- 
day night.  Nicoll  was  over  his 
usual  par  hitting  8 for  13.  Her- 
ron’s 12  for  12  set  a new  Oregon 
intersectional  game  record. 

Saturday  the  Cougars  were 
without  the  services  of  guard 
Mac  Madsen,  who  sat  out  with 
the  flu  bug.  It  was  a real  loss, 
since  Madsen  seemed  to  find  the 
fieldhouse  confines  to  his  liking 
in  the  first  game  with  14  points. 

Dave  Eastis,  soph  center, 
was  a real  Cougar  surprise 
Saturday  with  sweeping  hook 
shots.  Replacing  an  “off”  Roy 
Thacker,  Eastis  hooked  in  five 
before  the  Ducks  could  reor- 
ganize their  defensive  ranks. 
He  totaled  16  for  the  night,  his 
varsity  high. 

Gary  Earnest,  a guard  who 
seems  to  have  earned  a perman- 
ent starting  role  there , wore 
Oregon’s  Chuck  Rask’s  defensive 
shackles  permanently  over  the 
weekend.  Rask,  a demon  on  de- 
fense of  extraordinary  propor- 
tions, held  Earnest  to  two  six- 
point  efforts.
